I hear from Victor Bewley that the site at Ballyfermot just 
near you will be ready next Spring and that 40 families may 
be going onto it. I hope he is working with you to keep up 
good leadership and influence. They should know by now that 
you want to do something for yourselves end make a better 
life. 

Veil, the movement over here is coming along. On Rumen 
Rights Day, December 10th next, we ore holding a big 
meeting in London which will be attended by VaJiko Rouda 
and about all the travellers around will be represented 
and those who ccnnot come from Ireland, Scotland and Wales 
will be sending letters supporting the canpaign. The 
meeting will unite about a thousand f&niliea. 

We are going to make it known that the travellers are 
int aiding to bring their case before the United Nations in 
order to get their rights to a better life. Whai we nave 
the support of the United Nations, the government. s in 
Ireland and Britain will have to do something. 

As soon as I have more news about the holiday in France I f ll 
let you know. Ill also be sending you copies of the 
travellers 9 newspaper which is being published here soon.
